If these do not show up elsewhere it is not easy for me to believe that they were 
stolen by any who worked here. T} a e one possibilijf, and he expressed no interest in 
that, was Da * timore Policeman Richard WaybrigE/ , who was here ofteA/ working for n ariy 
Divings tone. If he p had taken them and given thorn to Harry he surely would have found 
some way of raid i ng some use of so m of that material. There is the possibility, perhaps, 
that u aybright stole them for Lifton, who w .s working on an .Oswald bock and for whom 
Waybright also worked. 

Waybright never mentioned the subject of Oswald a3 an agent to me. But he could 
have spotted those file folders in browsing. 

That drawer had been so overfilled that I had no space in it. I had to put some 
special research 1 did on J ean Davison s book in the front of the drawer below. But 
now there i3 enougn room in the Os aid doawer for the Davison research, about two inches 
in folderyt Jo, soee tiling is missing from the Oswald drawer and these two Agent Oswald 
file folders are not there. 

11/26: Because these files are in my office they could not have been taken by those 
who worked in my ?0IA records, in the basement. Aside from a burglary I can think of no- 
body who in rnmy,nnay years worked in my office files oth r than Waybright. ■‘•'his is to 
day tliat I con tliini: of nobody other than iky bright who could have taken then.
